“That when the insurrection against 
the authority and sovereignty of the 
United States in the Philippine 
islands shall have been completely 
suppressed, all military, oivil and judi¬ 
cial powers necessary to govern said 
islands shall, until otherwise provided 
by Congress, be vested in such persons 
and shall be exercised in such manner 

the President of the United States 
shall direct for maintaining and pro¬ 
tecting the inhabitants of said islands 
in the full enjoyment of their liberty, 
property and religion.” 

The bill, which is unusually brief 
aBd explioit, Is modeled on that passed 
by the Eighth Congress after the pur¬ 
chase from France of Louisiana Terri¬ 
tory. It was introduced after Senator 
Spooner had oalled on the President 
with the purpose doubtless of securing 
his approval or adivoe concerning its 
provisions. He argues that the im¬ 
perialists and anti-imperialists agree 
that a strong and capable government 
must be maintained whether the 
United States shall retain the islands 
permanently or eventually turn them 
over to the native people. Having 
accepted responsibility of the occupa¬ 
tion of the islands the United States 
is ia duty bound to give the islands as 
large a degree of freedom as possible 
under executive control. He holds 
that the President, having the advan¬ 
tage of being in close touch with the 
military officers in the Philippines and 
witlj the Philippine Commission, can 
avail himself of their, advice more 
remlly than Congress during the ex- 
psybeutal period of ffsvernment. 

President Schnrmah notified' the 
President that the Commission would 
be ready to report the last of this 
month. When the report has been 
made to the President it will be sub¬ 
mitted to to Congress. The President 
has taken no further action about the 
suggestion made to Congress as to the 
sending of the Commission to the isl¬ 
ands again. When the suggestion was 
under consideration President Schur- 
man announced that he would not be 
able to visit the islands again.

SOUTHERN PACIFIC EARNINGS. 

Statement Issued Indicates That It 
Will Bnjoy a Tear of Prosperity. 

New York.—The statement issued 
in behalf of the Southern Pacific de¬ 
clares that the prospect for earning 
nearly 5 per cent on the stock of the 
company this year is very bright. The 
statement begins with the declaration 
that the advanced figures of the an¬ 
nual report of the Southern Pacific 
Company for the year ending June 80, 
1899, present a very creditable show¬ 
ing o( the earning capacity of the prop¬ 
erty. It then oontinues: 

“The surplus for the year from ths 
propriety properties and the leased 
lines, including the Houston and Texas 
Central, amounted to $4,961,507. 
The betterments cost $1,263,649, and 
the new equipment $1,813,781. Tak¬ 
ing the entire statement into considera¬ 
tion, the balance over the disburse¬ 
ments including the fixed chargee for 
the system as now constituted, 
amounted to $5,812,046 or approxi¬ 
mately per cent on the capital 
stock now outstanding. The present, 
rate of earnings, as shown by the first 
five months of the fiscal year are very 
much in excess of the figures presented 
in this report. Estimating $200,000 
increase in net for December, the net 
increase for the system for the first 
half of the present fiscal year will 
amount to $2,875,000. The net gain 
of $200,000 per month for the balance 
of the year, which is believed to be 
underestimated, will give for the pres¬ 
ent year nearly 5 per cent on the en¬ 
tire outstanding capital.”

Weevil in Wheat. 

The director for the Oklahoma exper¬ 
iment station says: Considerable com¬ 
plaint is received at the experiment 
station that the weevil is injuring 
stored grain, particularly wheat This 
can be stopped by the use of a liquid 
known as carbon bisulphide. Toe liq¬ 
uid evaporates readily at ordinary 
temperatures, and the vapor, being 
heavier than air. sinks, and is death 
to all animal life that breathes it. al¬ 
though a small amount taken into the 
lungs does no injury. The gas is also 
highly inflammable, and therefore not 
even a lighted tobacco pipe or a cigar 
should be brought into contact with it, 
for fear that an explosion might re¬ 
sult. 

To use the gas the grain to be treat¬ 
ed should be in reasonably tight bins. 
The gas will not penetrate more than 
about three feet in depth in the wheat, 
and it should therefore be introduced 
into the central part of the bin by fast¬ 
ening a wire scree a over the end of a 
pipe of sufficient length and forcing 
the pipe down and pouring the liquid 
into the pipe, when it may be with¬ 
drawn and forced into another place. 
If the weevil is working on or near the 
top, the liquid may be poured on to 
the grain and the bin covered with 
blankets or canvas for about twenty- 
four hours, when the gas will have 
nearly or quite all disappeared. The 
gas does not injure the grain for grow¬ 
ing or milling purposes.

The 
farmer needs protection more from 
fruit tree venders, impure seeds and 
flimsy implements than from fertiliz¬ 
ers that are below the standard, for 
while nurserymen and seedsmen sn 
reliable as a class, yet there are par- 
' ties who will seek every opportunity 
to foist impure seeds on the public. 
Farmers now have less to fear from 
fertilizers than from anything else 
procured by them, and several stations 
report that of the various analyses 
made there has not been a single case 
in which the sample of fertilizer fell 
below the standard required by Law— 
a fact which is very gratifying to the 
farmers. 

Making Quince Trees Pax. 

There is no kind of fruit that in lo¬ 
calities that are adapted to it pays bet¬ 
ter than quince. It is an annual bear¬ 
er. and it blossoms so late that its blos¬ 
soms are never destroyed before set¬ 
ting. The greatest difficulty in grow¬ 
ing quinces of late years has been the 
fungus which attacks leaf and fruit 
This can. however, be kept down by 
cutting out and burning all diseased 
portions as soon as seen, and by free 
use of Bordeaux mixture to keep the 
foliage healthy. No cedar trees suouid 
be allowed to grow near quince trees. 
They furnish the spores that in the 
quince produce the rust of leaf and rot 
of the fruit By destroying all cedar 
trees in the vicinity quinces may be 
grown with success in many place* 
where this fruit is now a failure.

Paris of Tree Bearings. 

There are many apple trees that bear 
from one-third to one-half a crop every 
year, the portions being barren alter¬ 
nately. so that the tree is never entire¬ 
ly barren. This is apt to be the case 
where different varieties are grafted oa 
the same tree, and especially if the 
grafting is done in alternate years. In 
other cases cold storms or frost in the 
early life of the tree destroyed the 
fruit at blossoming time on the ex¬ 
posed side of the tree, and as in the 
years that a full crop is prod need on 
the limbs in bearing there is little 
chance for fruit bods to be formed on 
those parts of the tree and the habit of 
bearing alternate years formed by ac¬ 
cident becomes fully established.

New Zealand has anticipated the rest 
, of the world by enacting a law which 
deals so rationally with all trade dis¬ 
putes that it has actually prevented 
strikes for the last five years. It is 
impossible to present more than an 
outline of the plan. Both associations 
of employers and the trade unions may 
be incorporated. Those which are 
chartered, or registered, choose the 
* members of their own board and also 
I the members of the court to which dis- 
: purses are referred. Whether registered 
! or not the associations and trade unions 
| axe subject to the law. The colony of 
■ New Zealand is divided into industrial 
j districts, for each of which there Is a 
conciliation board elected for three 
| years. It consists of two persons 
chosen by registered employers: two 
*»y registered trade unions: and one 
! sinterested person elected by the four, 
who is Chairman. When a dispute 
arises between employers and the men 
in their employ either party may refer 
the matter in dispute to the district 
hoard, which has full authority to in¬ 
vestigate the facts and to recommend 
a settlement. In case either party will 
not accept the decision, the matter Is 
referred to the state court. This con¬ 
sists of one person representing the 
trade unions, one the employers, and 
a chairman, a judge of the Supreme 
Com. appointed by the Governor. The 
court has a three years' term and rs 
wisely independent of politics. A de¬ 
cision by this coart is final and must 
be accepted, under a penalty for viola¬ 
tion. not exceeding five hundred 
pounds, or twenty-five hundred dMia's. 
Moreover, when a dispute has been re¬ 
ferred to the conciliation board, and 
until it is finally settled, a strike or 
lockout is illegal That there have been 
about fifty cases referred to district 
beards or to the court in the pas: five 
years, that during that time there has 
teen neither strike nor lockout in New 
Zealand, and that in every case the 
icession has teen accepted by both 
partes, seems to prove, either that the 
law is excellent, or that i: is excellently 
administered. Perhaps it demonstrates 
both propositions. The necessity for 
the passage of a similar law in this 
country is too apparent to require argu¬ 
ment. Aside from the interests of th* 
employes* and the employed, the great¬ 
er interests of the general public de¬ 
mand it.

Carrot* Stunted by Crowding. 

Ail kinds of roots are much better if 
given plenty of room in which to 
grow. Probably no root suffers more 
from crowding than the carrot, for the 
reason that when it germinates the 
leaves are so small that it is hard to 
tell whether a cluster of leaves repre¬ 
sents one. two or three plants. It is a 
great loss every way to allow the roots 
to crowd each other in the growing. 
The bulk of two or three roots grow- 
mg together is not nearly so great as 
one good-sized carrot. The short-horn 
rarrots, which grow partly out of the 
ground, can be seen much tetter than 
those whose roots are entirely telow 
the surface. And perhaps because the 
short-horn carrot grows partly above 
ground it is not injured so much by 
growing in a clump. It is also more 
ourr.tious than the deep-rooted carrot*, 
out it needs to be gathered before the 
soil freezes very deeply, else the root 
will not keep welL Parsnips can be 
illowed to stand in the ground all win¬ 
ter.

EASY LIFE IN NICARAGUA. 

When the Family la Broke, the Wife 
Dias a Little Gold. 

“When I was in the Olancho district. 

In Nicaragua,” said a visitor who Is 
largely interested in mining In Centra) 
America, “1 had an opportunity of see¬ 
ing how the lnzy natives tap nature’s 
till when they need some small change. 

“Near onr camp by the river was a 
hut occupied by a typical Honduranian 
family, consisting of husband and 
wife, grandfather and grandmother 
and a dozen or so of assorted children. 
The only one of the crowd who did 
anything except rest and smoke was 
the wife. At intervals of perhaps a 
week she would sally out with the 
family tinpan, erstwhile used for cook¬ 
ing, and proceed to an old placer dig¬ 
ging on the river bank. There she 
would squat, throw a few gonrdfuls 
of dirt Into the pan, fill it with wa¬ 
ter and begin the usual circular motion 
of gold washing. 

“She was very skillful and would 
keep a little sheet of dirty water spray¬ 
ing over the edge like a miniature 
cataract. When the water was ex¬ 
hausted, a few spoonfuls of sand 
would be left la the bottom of the pan, 
and, spreading it out thin with a bit of 
stick, she would go over It grain by 
grain, looking for ‘color.’ Whenever 
she saw a speck of gold she moistened 
the stick on her tongue and picked up 
the particle by adhesion. Each bit of 
the precious metal was stored away In 
a quill, plugged with clay at the ends, 
and I have known her to take out as 
much as a quarter of an ounce In the 
course of one day. 

“Usually her limit was about $2, 
and when she got that she stopped. 
Then the head of the house would 
arise languidly and start for the near¬ 
est store, 12 miles away. Sometimes he 
would trade the whole amount for 
whisky; but, as a rule, he brought back 
tobacco, salt, meal or calico. 

“There are hundreds of native fami¬ 
lies who live In exactly that manner 
In Olancho. Sometimes the woman 
will be lucky enough to strike a rich 
pocket that will yield a dollar or more 
a pnn, but they never dream of wash¬ 
ing It out at once and getting a stake.

Measuring; a Tree. 

Supposing a woodebopper in the 
Maine forest is told to get out a mast 
for a yacht. He knows that he must 
find a tree which Is straight for 60 
feet below the branches. It would be 
very troublesome to climb trees and 
measure them with a tape measure, 
so he, without knowing it, uses prac¬ 
tical trigonometry. He measures off 
CO feet iu a straight line from the tree, 
and then he cuts a pole, which, when 
upright iu the ground, is exactly as tall 
as himself. This he plants in the 
earth his own length from the end of 
his 00 feet. , 

For example, if he is six feet tall, he 
plants his six foot pole 54 feet from 
the tree. Then he lies down on his 
back, with his head at the end of the 
line and his feet touching the pole, 
and sights over the top of It. He 
knows that where his eyes touch the 
tree is almost exactly 60 feet from 
the ground.

QUAINT OLD CURACAO. 

Scene of Many a Bloody Battle of the 
Olden Time*. 

Curacao is a Dutch colony, and the 
quaintest little island in the world. It 
is not bigger than the District of Co-f 
lumbia. but has about 40,00 inhabit- 1 
ants and has played an important part 
in the history of America. It has be¬ 
longed at different times to England, 
Spain and Holland, and its cozy harbor 
has been the s-eene of many a bloody 
battle between the navies of the old 
world, as well as between the pirates 
and buccaneers that infested the Ca¬ 
ribbean sea for two centuries. It lias 
been for 100 years and still is an asylum 
for political fugitives, and many of 
the revolutions that rack and wreck 
the republics on the Spanish main are 
hatched under the shelter of the pre¬ 
tentious but harmless fortresses that 
guard this port. Bolivar, Sauta Ana 
and many other famous men in Span- 
ish-Anierican history have lived theve 
iu exile, and until recently there was 
an imposing castle upon one of the 
hills, called Bolivar’s tower. There the 
founder of live republics lived in ban¬ 
ishment for several years and waited 
for rescue. 

The houses are built in the Dutch: 
style, exactly like those in Holland;, 
the streets are so narrow that the peo-' 
pie can almost shake hands through 
their windows with the neighbors across 
the way, and the walls are as thick as 
would be needed for a fortress. The 
Dutch governor lives in the solemn- 
looking old mansion fronting the Skat- 
tegat, or lagoon, that forms the har¬ 
bor, guarded by a company of stupid¬ 
looking soldiers with a few old-fashion-’ 
ed cannons. The commerce of the isl¬ 
and is of phosphates, and the govern¬ 
ment receives a revenue of $500,000 
from companies that ship them away. 

There is not a spring or well, or any 
fresh water, and the inhabitants are 
entirely dependent upon rain water for 
exstence, or upon supplies brought in 
barrels by schooners from the Venezue¬ 
lan coast, ninety miles away, or upon 
distilled sea water. As sometimes it 
doesn’t rain for a year or two the nat¬ 
ural supply Is often exhausted, and 
a glass of Imported is worth as much 
aa the asm* amount of wine or beer.

COLD WEATHER A TONIC. 

Repairs Injuries Done to the System 
by Summer Heat. 

Many persons regard the winter sea¬ 
son as an unfortunate visitation. It 
Is considered both uncomfortable to the 
body and harmful to health. This Is an 
error. Cold is a most potent agent for 
the restoration and preservation of nor¬ 
mal activity on the part of the organs 
)f the humnn body, it ia a wise plan 
sf Providence which gives us a change 
Df seasons. The winter cold comes as 
a tonic to repair the Injuries done by 
the enervating heat of summer. Sum¬ 
mer, tt is true, has many wise uses hi 
the matter of health. It induces out¬ 
door life, rids the system of poisons 
through copious perspiration and 
through the scorching rays of the sub 
destroys germ life. 

Winter is the great bracer of tho 
system. It stimulates activity ln every 
organ. When cold attacks the surface 
of the body the blood is set Into mom 
free circulation as a means of bodily 
warmth. It Is through the circulation 
of the blood that the huninu anatomy 
Is kept ln a state of repair. When the 
food has been digested and converted 
Into liquid form lt ls taken up by the 
blood and carried the rounds of the 
system for the purpose of repairing the 
waste places. When the cold causes 
Increased circulation lt also brings 
about more perfect nutrition. Through 
Increased demand for nutrient matter 
which quickened circulation causes 
there ls improved digestion. The entire 
repair machinery is stimulated to re¬ 
newed Industry. 

Wintry air, as Is well known, brings 
with it a sense of renewed strength and 
vitality. The restorative power of cold 
3s well Illustrated In the case of the 
dash of cold water In the fnce of a 
fainting person. When a person Is In 
a faint there Is practical suspense of 
life for the time, yet un application of 
cold water to the face promptly re¬ 
stores circulation and renews life. This 
same fuet ls illustrated by the cold face 
bath ou rising from bed in the moruing. 
The Indlaus, who, if not now, ln former 
days roamed our western borders, 
practically without clothing to shelter 
their bodies, became, through long ex¬ 
posure, so Inured to the cold that lt gave 
them but little discomfort. 

Man’s face nud hands illustrate how 
weatherproof the body becomes when 
exposed to the air. Continued activity 
In circulation ou the surface, caused by 
the air coming in contact with the skiif 
tends to nourish and thicken the skin. 
Thus man's skin grows thicker iu win¬ 
ter just as animals are supplied with a 
double coat of fur to resist the cold. 
.When springtime returns mnn’s skin 
becomes thin nnd the animal sheds Its 
top coat of fur. The savages who dwell 
bareheaded iu the open air are seldom. 
If ever, known to be nfllictcd with bald 
beads, while, with the civilian who 
shields his sealp from the nlr, balduesa 
■Is prevalent. A sure preventive of 
diphtheria, croup nnd similar maladlea 
among children Is to bring about such 
vigorous circulation nnd vitality, 
through means of cold baths, as will 
render the children Immune from the 
attacks of the germs which enuse these 
diseases.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


GROWING CROCKERY. 

Rare Natural Phenomena Which Makes 
China Immensely Valuable. 

Recently there was sold ln New York, 
for no less a sum than $1,000, au old- 
fashioned cklua plate of the extremely 
'rare kind which Is known to the collec¬ 
tors as "growing crockery.” From the 
plate itself had sprung, to a height of 
more than a third of un inch, a sort of 
eruption of beautiful crystals that seem¬ 
ed to take the form of elegant trees 
and mlnluture pagodas. The growing 
crystals were gradually raising higher 
and higher, aud they had brought up 
with them the enamel surface of the 
plate at every point where they had 
sprung from the body of the latter. 
Such plates are a chemical manifesta¬ 
tion of tho rarest possible kind, and 
ionly a very few years ago a teapot, the 
property of a lady in Woburn place, 
London, that had become covered with 
beautiful crystals In this way, was sold 
to a collector for $5,000. 

The clay of which such china ls made 
'contains alumina and mugnesla, and 
In certain cases these are so acted upon 
by tbe presence of sulphuric acid as to 
produce flbrous crystals tbat are, ln 
reality, very much of the character of 
Epsom salts, or crystals of alum. Only, 
few, very few, Instances of this “grow¬ 
ing crockery” have ever occurred, henco 
the “fancy” prices that examples fetch. 
The plate sold the other day had belong¬ 
ed to a poor person who bad nevor 
attached much value to 1L 

Tbe Busy Bee. 

Darwin, after close observation, 
found that a bee would often visit ao 
many as 27 flowers ln the course of • 
minute, through with other plants in 
which the honey was difficult to extract, 
the average would be as low as seven. 
Striking a mean between these two 
figures, one may say that au ordinary 
working bee visits 15 flowers a minute, 
or 900 an hour. Considering the lato 
hours to which a bee works, lt is 
probably no exaggeration to say that 
it is busy for eight hours a day, allow 4 - 
lng for Intervals of rest. This would 
make lt visit 7,200 flowers a day, or 
648,000 ln a period of bIx months. A. 
S. Wilson ln a recent paper, showed tbe 
enormous amount of labor gone through 
by bees in making even a small quantity 
of honey. He found that approximate¬ 
ly 125 heads of red clover yield 10 
grains of sugar, or 125,000 heads about 
two pounds. As each head contains 
home 60 florets, it follows that 7,500,000 
distinct flower-tubes must be sucked la 
order to obtain two pounds of sugar. 
Now, hooey contains, roughly speak¬ 
ing, 70 per cent of sugar, therefore tbs 
bees must make. In round numben*
